Imprisoned 160 men, 
IOO fe«*t below 
the surface, was tho most gruesome 
and harrowing 
that has even 
been 
witnessed in this section of Alabama. 
Of the miners who entered the mines 
Monday so far forty-five bodies have 
been recovered. 
It is believed that of 
the remaining 115 men none Is alive. 
The corpses are frightfully mangled 
and disfigured and identification is al­ 
most Impossible. 
Many of them are 
so badly bruised and twisted and dis­ 
colored that negroes cannot be told 
from white nu n. 
AU day long at the 
mouth of the mine the walling and 
moaning of the women and children, 
whose unfortunate relatives were in 
the mines, has been the most heart­ 
rending feature of the disaster. 
Oue 
hundred families and 300 children are 
left destitute and 
without means of 
support by the calamity. 
As the bodies of the victims, which 
in mane cases have been gathered to­ 
gether a piece at a time, are brought 
to the surface, they are placed in rows 
on a rough improvised platform. 
The 
work of the 
diggers 
at the 
mines has been an inspiration to tho 
directors and every one has done all 
in his power to facilitate the work 
rescue. 
The excavation of debris has 
been the handicap from the' start. The 
foul gases which had collected in ihe 
shaft 
made 
necessary 
the use 
of 
safe ty lamps and it was found that less 
thou 
a score of safety lamps 
we're 
available in the district. 
Union m in­ 
ers went to tile scene from practically 
every mining camp within a radius of 
* twenty-five miles of Virginia City to 
aid in the work of rescue. 


One Found Barely Alive. 
Of the many bodies recovered one 
was found 
which was barely 
alive. 
Scant hope is held out for his recovery. 
One ot the' 
most gruesome* 
sights 
witnessed was a man s head being car 
rie i <nit of the mine in a dinner bas 
k it. 
The fie sh 
was almost 
entirely 
burned away from 
the skull. 
Legs,

After 
nightfall the entrance to the mine was 
converted into a veritable chamber of 
horrors, the awfulness of which was 
intensifieii 
by the flickering

fragm ents of 
human flesh, 
strewn about 
the en­ 
trance. 
Many stout hearted men who had 
been assisting in the work of rescue 
were forced to give up the task and 
numerous persons fainted upon seeing 
the ghastly array of bodies. 
Several women became* hysterical; 
others fainted and still others had to 
be pla «d in the hands of the attend­ 
ing surgeous, being completely pros­ 
trated by the terrible scenes, 
Whe n 
bodies ore identified a tag is placed 
on each 
and special ambulance 
w a­ 
gons convey them to Bessemer. 
Mine Boss 
Heed is confident 
that 
more than a hundred of the men In the 
mine wore white and believes all per­ 
ished. 
He knows the rooms In which 
each man was working 
and this In­ 
formation, in many cases, is the only 
moans of identification, so horribly are 
the bodies disfigured. 
The mines are practically Isolated 
from the outside world, and press dis­ 
patches are < arriod bv courier to the 
nearest telegraph station, eight miles 
distant.

Succumbs to His Injuries. 


Moscow, Feb. 
22.—The coachm an 
wno was driving the carriage in which 
Grand Duke Sergius was riding when 
he was assassinated, died during the 
day 
of his 
injuries. 
He 
sustained 
seventy-six distinct wounds. 
There was a continuous procession 
of Muscovites during the day passing 
through the Kremlin gates to visit the 
ChoudntT m onastery and the scene of 
the tragedy in Senate square, pausing 
to cross themselves at the tall irotv 
cross which has been erected at the 
exact spot where 
the assassination 
took place and before which a lamp is 
constantly burning, as before a shrine. J meni 
Pieces of th* carriage 
and other evi- 
donees of the tragedy are continually 
being found. 
Besides practically 
continuous re­ 
quiems, an unusually solemn funeral 
mass was conducted during the day by 
the Moscow metropolitan, assisted by 
four bishops, seven archm andrites, or 
priests 
of th e imperial 
househould, 
twelve arch priests and twenty priests. 
The burial procession on T hursday 
will have only a few yards to traverse, 
it having been 
decided to

joining chapel of

clared in effect, th a t “the present sys­ 
tem of government (of Ireland) is op­ 
posed to the will of th e Irish people.” 
The net result of the debate showed 
that all agreed th at the present sys­ 
tem of governm ent or Ireland is u n ­ 
satisfactory but there was a distinct 
disagreement concerning methods by 
which discontent might be abated and

The announcem ent of the division,

Nothing has been allowed to gain 
publicity concerning the cabinet coun­ 
cil. but it is assum ed that for the time 
being the threatened resignations have 
been smoothed over.

A nother Postponem ent of the M easure 
in the Senate. 
A nother postponem ent of th e edu­ 
cational bill, m ade a special order for 
T uesday afternoon, w as secured in the 
senate Tuesday. 
By a very close vote 
Frid ay next, 
at 11 o'clock, 
was the 
tim e fixed for consideration of the bill, 
viMich proposes to rem ove the educa­ 
tional institutions of the sta te from the 
jurisdiction of the 
board of control. 
Senator Alley's bill relating to pun­ 
ishm ent for the crim e of m urd er in the 
first or second degree was on general 
orders and 
caused som e 
discussion. 
U nder an am en dm ent proposed by the 
au th or of the* bill, upon conviction for 
th e crim e of m u rd er in the first degree, 
th e court roust fix th e death penalty 
unless there w ere exceptional circum ­ 
stances under which life im prisonm ent 
might be m ade th e penalty. 
The am endm ent prevailed, as did a 
second am endm ent by S enator W ilson, 
fixing the m inim um penalty for m ur­ 
der in the second degree at ten years, 
Instead of thirty. 
T h e hill, as am en d­ 
ed, was recom m ended for passage. 
S. F. No, 163, which carries an ap­ 
propriation of $16,000 to finish a cell 
room for the 
St. Cloud 
reform atory, 
Jiassed under suspension oi the rules, 
at th«> request of S en ato r Brower. 
Senator GJertson Introduced a bill 
requiring 
prom ises, reviving 
debts, 
barred under insolvency proceedings, 
to be in w riting and signed by the per 
son m aking such promise«. 
A bill by Sen ator Holler extends the 
tim e for closing the 
affairs of an in 
solvent corporation from th ree to four 
years. 
Both houses adjourned to T hursday.

T heir n«*sts 
an* then in hollow trees, but they usu­ 
ally leave these retreats in March and 
build airier and less vermin infested 
abodes in -th e tree tops of leaves and 
twigs. 
If you can w atch a gray squir­ 
rel gathering nuts in the fall you will 
see him take ti nut in his cheek pouch 
an«l hop aloug the ground, testing it 
every few yards w ith his front feet. 
W hen he has found a spot entirely to 
Ills liking he will scoop out a shallow 
hole and. placing tl»«* nut in It, will 
cover it up w ith the loose earth.

leaves and sm all stones over it. 
"T his perform ance he repeats again 
i again in that and other localities 
until 1« has hidden aw ay in this m an ­ 
ner a large quantity of nuts, one sq u ir­ 
rel often burying several hnndre«l 
In 
th e w inter, ««s he needs them, lit* un­ 
ea rth s these nuts, and it Is w onderful 
how unerringly In* can go to his vari­ 
ous caches, even though, as frequently 
happens, they may all be covered with 
a foot or more of sn >\v."

and fifty-five are heads of departm ents 
and agents in fifteen other large cities 
of the country. 
Nearly 
all the sub­ 
poenas directed to residents of Chica­ 
go were served before 
ti o’clock at 
night. 
The eight deputies engaged In 
the service invaded all the principal 
offices of the big packing companies. 
The jury will be drawn T hursday or 
Friday. 
The first subpoenas wore served on 
branch house managers and office men 
In New York city and Jersey City late 
Monday evening commanding them to 
appear in Chicago, March 20. 
In every 
outside city, 
where wit­ 
nesses were 
subpoenaed, excepting 
New 
York, the 
deputies wore 
dis­ 
patched from the office of the clerk of 
the court located there at 9 a. rn. 
The 
cities in which such w itnesses were 
notified are as follows:

TH E GRAY SQ UIRREL. 


H e I m n G e n i a n a t 
l l i d l n K N u t * a n d 
FlndinK Them Attain. 
“One of the most familiar sounds of 
the sum nim* woods is the rattling bark 
of the red squirrel,” writes an observ­ 
er. “The tones of bis voice are varied, 
anti there is a great difference between 
his angry bark, bis cry of fear, the 
chattering monologue with which he 
addresses an intruder on bis domain, 
the running fire of repartee which is 
the constant accompaniment of the an­ 
tics of ti pair at play and the long rat- 
tlitig roll call which he utters appar­ 
ently from sheer enjoyment of the 
sound or as a challenge to some un­ 
seen enemy of his own tribe and which 
reverberates through the woods often 
with sufficient force to carry the sound 
for as much as half to three-quarters 
of a mile. 
If we listen for im instant 
when we hear one of these challenges 
sent forth we may hear it answered 
from some distant point so fjiintly that 
we cannot la* certain tImt it is not an 
echo. 
Some other male Iris heard the 
challenge and, detecting the se IV satis 
fled note in it. has answered, and we 
may be fairly certain th a t they are 
hastening toward each other, each with 
the intention of annihilating his foe or 
at least teaching him a lesson. 
“Gray squirrels, unlike most of the 
rodents, do not hibernate in the winter 
time, but tire abroad and very active 
during most of the season. Their nests 
are then in hollow trees, but they usu­ 
ally leave these retreats in March and 
build airier and less vermin infested 
abodes in the tree tops of leaves and 
twigs. 
If you can watch a gray squir­ 
rel gathering nuts in the filii you will 
see him take a nut in Ids cheek pouch 
and hop along the ground, testing it 
every few yards with his front feet. 
When he luis found ti spot entirely to 
bis liking be will scoop out a shallow 
holt* and. placing the nut in it, will 
cover it up with the loose earth. 
This 
lie will stamp down anil restore to its 
former condition by scraping the loose 
leaves and small stones over it. 
“This performance he repeats again 
and jsgain in ti.til and other localities 
until I a has hidden awny in this man­ 
ner ti large quantity of nuts, one squir­ 
rel often burying several hundred. 
In 
the winter, as he needs them, he un­ 
earths these nuts, and it is wonderful 
bow unerringly he can go to his vari­ 
ous caches, even though, as frequently 
happens, they may till be covered with 
a foot or more of sn >w.”

A n o t h e r P o s tpo n em ent of the M e a s u re 
in the Senate. 
Another postponement of the edu­ 
cational bill, made a special order for 
Tuesday afternoon, was secured in the 
senate Tuesday. 
By a very close vote 
Friday next, 
at ll o'clock, 
was the 
time fixed for consideration of the bill, 
which proposes to remove the educa­ 
tional institutions of tho state from the 
jurisdiction of the 
board of control. 
Senator Alley's bill relating to pun­ 
ishment for the crime of m urder in the 
first or second degree was on general 
orders and 
caused some 
discussion. 
Under an amendment proposed by the 
author of the bill, upon conviction for 
the crime of murder in the first degree, 
the court must fix the death penalty 
unless there were exceptional circum­ 
stances under which life imprisonment 
might be made the penalty. 
The amendment prevailed, as did a 
second amendment by Senator Wilson, 
fixing the minimum penalty for mur­ 
der In the second degree at ten years, 
Instead of thirty. 
The bill, as amend­ 
ed, was recommended for passage. 
S. F. No. 163, which carries an ap­ 
propriation of $ 16,000 t o finish a cell 
room for the 
St. Cloud 
reformatory, 
passed under suspension of the rules, 
at the request of Senator Brower. 
Senator Gjertson Introduced a bill 
requiring 
promises, reviving 
debts, 
barred under insolvency proceedings, 
to be In writing and signed by the per­ 
son making such promises. 
A bill by Senator Coiler extends tho 
time for dosing the 
affairs of an in­ 
solvent corporation from three to four 
years. 
Both houses adjourned to Thursday.

Chicago, Feb. 22.—United States offi­ 
cials commenced one of the most ex­ 
haustive inquiries ever started under

20 and making 
full ar­ 
rangem ents for producing complete 
evidence regarding the operations of 
the packers in Chicago and other pack­ 
ing centers in detail. 
One 
hundred 
and thirty witnesses are to be from 
the Chicago packinghouses and offices 
and fifty-five are heads of departm ents 
and agents in fifteen other large cities 
of the country. 
Nearly 
all the sub­ 
poenas direc ted to residents of Chica­ 
go were served before 
6 o’clock at 
night. 
The eight deputies engaged In 
the service invaded all the principal 
offices of the big packing companies. 
The jury will be drawn Thursday or 
Friday. 
The first subpoenas were served cm 
branch house managers and office men 
In New York city and Jersey City late 
Monday evening commanding them to 
appear in Chicago, March 20. 
In every 
outside city, 
where wit­ 
nesses were 
subpoenaed, excepting 
New 
York, the 
deputies were 
dis­ 
patched from the office of the clerk of 
the court located there at 9 a. m. 
The 
cities in which such witnesses were 
notified are as follows: 
W ashington. 
Philadelphia, 
New’ 
York, Boston, Pittsburg, Omaha, Kan­ 
sas City, St. Louis, Buffalo, Cincinnati, 
Sioux City, St. Paul, Fort W orth, Jer­ 
sey City and Milwaukee.

Seven subpoenas were served in the 
downtown 
offices of Armour 
& Co., 
late in the day. 
Assistant Treasurer 
Samuel M. Roberts

The other men called were 
departm ent heads 
in the general of­ 
fices. 
At the offices of SwFt & Co., at the 
stock yards the first two men to re­ 
ceive subpoenas were W. H. Frederick, 
head of the railway departm ent, and 
W. B. Jones, manager of the Armour 
car lines. 
The head cattle buyer and 
staff at the yards for Swift & Co., were 
summoned. 
Cattle buyers at the Mor­ 
ris plant, the National Packing com­ 
pany, and Schwarzchild & Sulzberger, 
were served, as well 
as warehouse 
men and car checkers and officials of 
the Union Stock Yards 
and Transit 
company 
None of the heads 
of the packing 
companies will be called before the 
grand jury. 
Jesse P. Lyman, former president of 
the National Packing 
company, was 
served with a subpoena. 
J. Ogden Armour, 
as well 
as the 
heads of the other packinghouses, de­ 
clined to make any statem ent regard­ 
ing the decision which the government 
has taken to scrutinize the business of 
the packing companies.

U nder the terms of Mr. W are’s bill 
all persons occupying

phone, telegraph or other corporation 
or individuals. 
In fixing 2Vt* cents as the minimum 
figure for passenger fares, Mr. W are

Another Postponement of the Measure 
in the Senate. 
Another postponement of the edu­ 
cational bill, made a special order for 
Tuesday afternoon, was secured in the 
senate Tuesday. 
By a very close vote 
Friday next, 
at 11 o'clock, 
was the 
time fixed for consideration of the bill, 
which proposes to remove the educa­ 
tional institutions of the state from the 
jurisdiction of the 
board of control. 
Senator Alley's bill relating to pun­ 
ishment for the crime of m urder in the 
first or second degree was on general 
orders and 
caused some 
discussion. 
Under an amendment proposed by the 
author of the bill, upon conviction for 
the crime of murder in the first degree, 
the court must fix the death penalty 
unless there were exceptional circum­ 
stances under which life imprisonment 
might be made the penalty. 
The amendment prevailed, as did a 
second amendment by Senator Wilson, 
fixing the minimum penalty for mur­ 
der in the second degree at ten years, 
Instead of thirty. 
The bill, as amend­ 
ed. was recommended for passage. 
S. F. No. 163, which carries an ap­ 
propriation of $16,000 to finish a cell 
room for the 
St. Cloud 
reformatory, 
passed under suspension of the rules, 
at the request of Senator Brower. 
Senator Gjertson Introduced a hill 
requiring 
promises, reviving 
debts, 
barred under insolvency proceedings, 
to be in writing and signed by the per­ 
son making such promises. 
\ bill by Senator Culler extends the 
time for closing the 
affairs of an in­ 
solvent corporation from three to four 
years. 
Both houses adjourned to Thursday.

“One of the most familiar sounds of 
the summer woods is the rattling bark 
of the red squirrel,” writes an observ­ 
er. “The tones of his voice are varied, 
aud there Is a great difference between 
his angry bark, ills cry of fear, the 
chattering monologue with which he 
addresses an Intruder on his domain, 
the running tire of repartee which is 
the constant accompaniment of the an­ 
tics of a pair at piny and the long ra t­ 
tling roll call which he utters appar­ 
ently from sheer enjoyment of the 
sound or as a challenge to some un­ 
seen enemy of his own tribe and which 
reverberates through the woods often 
with sufficient force to carry the sound 
for as much as half to three-quarters 
of a mile. 
If we listen for an instant 
when we hear one of these challenges 
sent forth we may hear it answered 
from some distant point so faintly that 
we cannot be certain that it is not an 
echo. 
Some other male has heard the 
challenge and, detecting the selV satis 
fled note in it. has answered, and we 
may be fairly certain th a t they are 
hastening toward each other, each with 
the intention of annihilating his foe or 
at least teaching him a lesson. 
“Gray squirrels, unlike most of the 
rodents, do not hibernate in the winter 
time, but are abroad and very active 
during most of tlie season. Their nests 
are then in hollow trees, but they usu­ 
ally leave these retreats in March and 
build airier and less vermin infested 
abodes in the tree tops of leaves and 
twigs. 
If you <*:m watch a gray squir­ 
rel gathering nuts in the fall you will 
sec him take a nut in his cheek pouch 
and hop along the ground, testing it 
every few yards with his front feet. 
When he has found a spot entirely to 
his liking he will scoop out a shallow 
hole and, placing the nut in it, will 
cover it up with the loose earth. 
This 
he will stamp down and restore to its 
former condition by scraping the loose 
leaves and small stones over it. 
“This performance he repeats again 
and again in that and other localities 
until I:* has hidden away in this m an­ 
ner a large quantity of nuts, one squir­ 
rel often burying several hundred. In 
the winter, as he needs them, he un­ 
earths these nuts, and it is wonderful 
how unerringly lie can go to his vari­ 
ous caches, even though, as frequently 
happens, they may all be covered with 
a foot or more ol' sn >w.”
